Areas  Should  Unite 

The  attempt  to  unify  services  in  the 
Greater  Victoria  area  before  there  has  been  a 
corporate  unton  of  the  four  municipalise* 
concerned  i*  leading  to  the  precise  impasse 
that  we  predicted  and  which  many  others  had 
foreseen:  some  administration  is  amalgamat- 
ed but  the  taxpayers  remain  in  four  separate 
groups  and  must  be  consulted  independently. 
Jr  is  an  attempt,  in  short,  to  make  progress 
along  a road  that  has  not  yet  been  construct- 
ed, The  Greater  Victoria  School  Board  has 
already  found  that  out,  Its  essential  building 
program  is  apt  to  remain  only  a set  of  plans 
on  paper  until  positive  action  is  taken  to 
merge  these  four  municipalities.  That  step 
should  have  been  taken  first,  and  taken  it 
must  be  before  any  of  the  electoral  groups 
are  likely  to  ratify  any  fresh  expenditure  in 
the  common  interest. 

What  has  proved  true  of  educational  needs 
• — where  some  absolute  necessities  can  be 
shown — is  equally  true  of  the  rest  of  the 
program.  Whether  it  is  airport*,  ocean  har- 
bors, transportation,  streets,  sewers,  surface 
drains,  lighting,  policing,  fire  protection, 
public  markets  or  public  health,  there  is  no 
gain  from  unification  of  boards  if  the  voting 
public  is  to  remain  split  four  ways.  It  was 
for  that  express  reason  that  we  advocated  the 
putting  of  a plebiscite  in  all  four  areas  at  the 
last  municipal  elections  The  opportunity 
was  missed  then,  and  it  will  not  return 
ordinarily,  until  December  of  this  year  Mean- 
while Victoria.  Oak  Bay,  Saanich  and  Esqui- 
malt  will  find  that  action  on  any  of  their 
major  plans  will  come  up  against  the  same 
obstacle.  The  public  will  want  some  assur- 
ance of  competency  to  perform  what  is 
promised.  In  our  view,  only  an  outright 
merger  of  all  four  municipal  areas  will  ensure 
that.  * 

If  this,  the  first  step  had  been  taken  first, 
the  rest  of  our  problems  would  have  been  re 
duced  to  workable  proportions  before  this 
One.  united  community  of  some  75.000 
people  could  and  would  make  progress  along 
all  lines.  Four  divided  Communities  have 
■pent  from  forty  to  one  hundred  years,  vari- 
ously, in  standing  much  in  the  sjmc  rut 
Now  the  matter  presses  There  is  a crying 
need  of  adequate,  up-to-date  services.  Many 
different  types  of  public  buildings  arc  re- 
quired. and  in  places  other  than  where  their 
prototypes  now  are.  The  union  that  is  need- 
ed is  one  of  purpose,  behind  which  can  be 
put  whatever  brains,  initiative  and  resources 
the  greater  community  can  muster.  We  be- 
lies that  that  could  be  much  As  one  com- 
munity. which  in  fact  it  is  Greater  Victoria 
is  ready  to  move  forward  to  a brighter  and 
more  prosperous  future  Meanwhile  no  one 
can  travel  a road  that  has  not  been  built 

Fine*  and  Caterpillar* 

The  warning  to  city  property  owners  (hat 
they  may  be  fined  under  a I 907  by  law  it  they 
do  not  spray  their  trees  to  remove  tent  cater- 
pillars has  come  too  late  In  most  instances, 
the  caterpillars  have  already  folded  their  tents 
and  silently  stolen  away  to  become  butterflies 
— which  will  lav  more  eggs,  to  become  more 
caterpillars,  to  repeat  the  %amt  sad.  sad  story. 

In  so  far  as  the  private  property  owner  is  con- 
cerned. he  will  ask  immediately  what  has  the 
corporation  done  on  its  own  acres’  Did  it 
“scale  ' in  February  wipe  down  trees  in 
March,  or  even  spray  in  April  ? How  far.  in  < 
fact,  will  1.000  civic  dollars  go  in  respect  I 
of  spraying  74  miles  of  boulevards,  to  say 
nothing  of  bifhdreds  of  city-owned  lots’ 

The  property  owner  all  too  dearly  has 
■ern  the  answer.  He  drove  by  mile  after  I 
mile  of  caterpillars  in  Saanich,  in  Esquimalt. 
and  in  nearly  every  part  of  the  Greater  Vic- 
toria community  Along  Craigflower  Road, 
the  caterpillars  stood  on  their  back  legs  and  | 
waved  ar  bim  as  he  drove  by  with  his  family 
on  a holiday  outing  On  the  East  and  West 
Saanich  roads  there  were  festoons  of  them, 
looking  like  abandoned  cobwebs  under  the 
pale  moonlight  The  banded  scale*  came  and 
went.  The  eggs  hatched,  and  small  wigglers 
revelled  in  the  warm  Spring  sun.  The  wig- 
glers  grew  and  became  adult  caterpilfars. 
’raring  to  go  ^ Well,  thev  have  gone  for  the 
most  part,  and  that  would  seem  to  be  that 

If  the  corporation  prosecutes  a single 
property  owner  on  that  count  this  year  i:  will 
be  doing  rhe  wildest  injustice  that  could  be 
imagined,  under  all  of  the  circumstances.  7 he 
people  know  the  circumstances  Not  only  is 
it  far  too  late  to  take  effective  action  now,  but 
the  city  itself  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Prov- 
ince on  the  other,  were  the  rral  offenders. 
Nearly  every  property  owner  can  plead  that 
His  caterpillars  cam*  from  corporation  prop- 
erty: and  that  is  where  they  did  come  from, 
the  by-law  of  1907  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing 

Neglrrl  of  Indian* 

If  a new  deal  for  Canada  t Indians  results 
from  (be  proposed  inquiry  by  a special  Senate- 
Commons  Committee,  this  nation  may  then 
atone  for  an  indifference  that  dors  it  no 
credit  As  trustees  for  the  real  native  sons 
of  Canada  wr  have  failed  badlv  Seventy 
nine  years  of  national  government,  to  say 


ing  honor  in  Canada,  bur  lack  of  Opportun- 
ity makes  the  absence  of  such  obstacle  mean- 
ingless. 

Put  bluntly,  wc  TfcaT'TfecJjujian  as  a poor 
relation,  and  take  few  stggs'lcf  help  him  move 
out  of  that  category.  Wef  expect  him  to  stay 
out  of  sight  as  much  as  possible,  in  areas 
labelled  for  his  use  alone.  If  he  ventures  into 
the  wider  world  around  him  to  make  a living, 
he  suffers  certain  penalties.  He  is  apparently 
condemned  to  bunt  and  trap  and  fish.’  and 
be  content  with  such  constricted  occupations 
in  perpetuity. 

A country  of  eleven  million  people  should 
be  able  to  do  more  for  in  128.000  Indians 
than  this  A much  wider  opportunity  could 
surely  be  available  for  its  native  population. 
Eternally  regarded  as  wards  of  the  state  and 
treated  patronizingly  almost  as  one  would 
children,  they  will  never  emerge  from  the 
comparatively  primitive  conditions  enforced 
on  them  Only  by  education  pointed  towards 
their  establishment  in  the  community  at 
large,  and  assistance  in  equipping  them  for 
industrial  and  business  life  generally,  shall 
we  make  up  for  the  neglect  that  has  hitlierlo- 
bren  their  portion 

Moral  Courage 

Moral  courage  is  a much  more  intangible 
quality  than  physical  courage.  It  may  go 
unrecognized  where  visible  acts  of  bravery 
call  forth  immediate  commendation  Vet  in 
the  normal  life  of  a nation  the  need  for 
mental  fortitude  is  often  great,  especially  on 
the  part  of  those  charged  with  administrative 
responsibilities.  T he  Torch,  the  organ  of 
the  Canadian  Corps  Association,  may  have 
had  this  in  mind  when  it  wrote  recently  in 
words  worthy  ol  wider  circulation.  We 
quote: 

”7  here  are  many  occasions  in  the  life  of 
a modern  politician  when  hr  must  choose  be- 
tween the  course  which  is  right,  and  the 
course  which  is  most  likely  to  be  rewarded 
by  continued  support  from  the  electors.  At  , 
some  point  during  this  process  of  making 
up  his  mind  the  politician  must  gamble  on 
the  possibility  that  his  actions  will  he  recog- 
nized for  what  they  are  and  that  he  has  taken 
a courageous  stand  based  on  principle  rather 
than  expediency 

“If  the  public  generally,  and  especially  the 
voters,  would  adopt  the  practice  of  rewarding 
such  statesmanlike  behaviour  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  we  would  have  a great  deal  more 
of  it 

“The  veterans,  as  a group  are  well  aware 
of  the  value  of  physical  courage.  Certainly, 
the  members  of  the  Canadian  Corps  Associa- 
tion— all  of  whom  have  seen  service  in  an 
active  theatre  of  war — arc  well  aware  that 
physical  courage  and  the  actions  which  flow 
from  it  deserve  all  the  rewards  which  may 
come  their  way  We  should  be  equally  cer- 
tain that  as  a group  we  recognize  the  value 
of  moral  courage  Let  us  make  sure  then,  as 
ex  servicemen  and  women,  that  we  shall  ap 
praise  our  elected  representatives,  not  by  their 
success  in  getting  votes,  but  by  the  thingsr 
they  stood  for  while  they  were  struggling  to 
get  into  office  and  by  the  way  ip  which  they 
defended  their  principles  when  the  going  was 
rough  and  tough 

“There  can  be  heroes  in  council  chambers 
just  js  there  are  on  battlefields,  anil  we  should 
be  quick  to  recognize  their  merit  '* 

That  was  well  said. 

Seen  in  Pinging* 

After  Canada  has  had  a good  look  at  the 
“check  off'’  system  it  will  most  likely  place 
it  back  in  the  box.  along  with  other  alien 
importations  The  check  off  system  would 
circumscribe  the  rights  of  a free  man  in  a 
free  country  It  would  require  that  he  sup 
port,  not  the  Government,  but  a union 
whether  he  wished  to  or  no  It  would  exact 
from  his  pay  cheque  membership  dues  at  the 
source  of  his  livelihood,  and  before  the  cheque 
was  in  his  hands.  And  if  Would  do  with 
those  dues  whatever  it  wished,  regardless  of  | 
how  he  felt  about  it.  If  the  people  will  not 
stand  for  taxation  without  representation 
are  they  likely  to  stand  for  private  levy,  for 
imposts  which  do  nor  come  from  Parliament  1 
That  is  no  principle  of  British  law.  nor  will 
it  find  a place  there 

It  is  the  “last"  word  which  is  usually  the 
most  expensive  of  all.  That  is  the  word 
which  can  so  seldom  be  recalled,  before  it  has  , 
set  fire  to  the  train  of  powder  which  blows  | 
up  the  whole  situation.  Indeed  no  word  can  ( 
ever  he  recalled  once  it  is  uttered.
